A head-on polllslon would 
loavc more compart incnts undam- 
aged, while a 8ide-8wipe could bo 
better resisted. It Is poggible to 
carry aufflclent boats to save every 
•onl on board a liner. I cannot ac- 
count for (he failure of the wiroleas 
•pparatus on the Titanic almost 
two hours prior to her foundering, 
aa a supplenier.tary dynamo was 
carried flftoon foot abOT* tho water 
line." 

Figures from the highest official

An upper Kentucky paper says 
that thousands of dollars are going 

out of its iduiity every season for 
tabhat;e, potatoes and ai>plc9. The 
I>eitiiient and proper question Is 
asked, " Why not raise what we 
(onsumc?" ' 

Cabbage, potatoes and apples ure 
articles of sonsumption which may 
be grown to a reasonable degree of 
perfection In Kentucky. Decidedly 
it would be niuth better to grow 
them at home than to buy them 
from our Northern neiKlibors at the 
Increased price that is necessitated 
by the cost of handling, packing 
and shipping. In that way we 
should have more money in circula- 
tion in the State and If, perchance, 
we grow a surplus of these prod- 
ucts, they might iirofitalily be ex- 
changed for other people's money. 

There are other vegetables and 
fruits which Kentuckians buy from 
abroad in preference to growing 
them at home. The outlay for theee 
Is enormous, and ther* would be no 
better way of saving money than 
by producing them in our fields and 
truck patches with the aid of our 
favoring soil and climate which al- 
ways do a fair share of work in co- 
operation with the efforts of the 
farmer and fruit-grower. Soil and 
climate cannot do all the work. If 
so, we should hava potatoes (or the 
digging, and apples for tho pluck- 
ing. One reason we do not have 
more of these commodities is be- 
cause we are not keeping up our 
end of the enterprise and are not 
giving the soil and climate a chance 
to show what tlMjr «aa do whan In- 
telligoatly aasistod. 

In an agrieultural county — and 
there are many such counties in 
Kentucky — there does not seem to 
be much excuse for sending away 
from home for cabbage, potatoes or 
iipbs. Tet there probably are 
few, if any, counties in Kentucky 
which raise a suOeloBey of theee 
articles for home consumption. 
Kentuckians should devote more at- 
tention to horticulture and truck- 
growing or should invite Immigra- 
tion with an especial view to de- 
velopment in these lines. - [Cour- 
ier-Journal.

Washington, April 18. — The Im- 
pression IB steadily gaining ground 
that the Democratic excise-income 
tax, whieh yr o p oasa to place upon 
wealth a part of tho burden of sus- 
taining the Oovemment, will pass 
the Senate and the White House. 
Senator Penrose, who pretends to 
be the leader of the Stand-patters 
In the Senate, has made the state- 
ment that none of the Democratic 
bills would be allowed to pass the 
Senate, but it is becoming more and 
more apparent that Senator Pen- 
rose and those of his kind who have 
assumed In the past to rule the Sen- 
ate, no longer have the power to 
"allow" (eitiiln nuiisure.s to pass, 
or prevent others from passing. 

The truth is, a great many of the 
Senators on both sldca of the cham- 
ber, either because they are at last 
frightened by the wave of protest 
against the high tariff Injustice, or 
Ix'caiiKi' tli.y believe in the Inher- 
ent r\^hf and justice of the income 
measure, hav" lonie to look fa- 
vorably on the bill. At least there 
has been a cessation of the talk 
about the "unconstitutionality" of 
the measure, and since this argu- 
ment always has been the Stand- 
pat answer to all logical proposals, 
•he sign Is considered a good one. 
.\'ol)ody pretends to know, of course. 
A'hat the ultimate fate of the pres- 
ent bill will be, but from the 
popular approval that has been ac- 
corded the measure. It is admitted 
by all that such legislation must 
come eventually. 

The present tariff law raises 
ibout $.'!.';(i.(iOfi,noo annually in 
'lovernnient revenues. For every 
dollar of revenue thus turned into 
the United States Treasury, It] id 
estimated by Democratic leaders in 
Congress, who have studied the 
matter from every posoible angle, 
that the tariff barons put five dol- 
lars Into their own pockets In the 
form of loot.

tariff gives these beneHciaries th» 
right to collect live dollars In trib 
ute for every dollar the Govern 
ment collects In revenue. i 
This condition is alone responsi- 
blo tor tho horde of mushroom mil- 
Itonalres la this country.

In the past, the tariff baroni> 
have urged a tariff for two princi- 
pal reasons. First, they protended 
that they desired to "protect' 
American workmen. That this ar- 
gument, which the protectionists In 
Congress listened to with a wlltlnr 
ear for the past sixteen years, is « 
farce, pure and simple, has been 
proven beyond > doubt by the Dem- 
ocrats at this session of Congress, 
chiefly through tho various investi- 
gations into trust methods. Sec- 
ondly, the trust heads pointed out 
that In no other way could revenui 
be collected for the Oovernraent's 
support. They thus gave theii 
plea for a tariff the form of an ex- 
cuse.

of the Washington (lovernment to 
deliver the admonition contained 
therein, taking exception to the 
communication directed to Orosco 
through Consul Letcher, and de- 
ploring the making public of this 
f rmmunication in tlie same note to 
\vliich the (;overninent was requir- 
1,1 to make answer. 

The reply was given to the press 
by Minister ot Foreign Relations 
Calero. It denies tbe right of the 
Washington Oovemment to admon- 
ish Mexico, for the reason that It is 
not based on any Justifiable inci- 
dent. It denies res ponsibiiity by 
'li.' constituted government for acts 
lomniittcd in territory removed 
from law, while accepting full re- 
sponsibility for every loss or dam- 
age sustained to foreigners, legally 
chargeable to the Government. 

A caution has been issued to the 
leaders of the Federal forces to In- 
.■•ure proper treatnirnf of foreigners 
'.^ho may he taken as prisoners of 
war; at the same time it is asserted 
that no basis exists for supposing 
that any other course would be pur- 
sued.

New York, April 20. — Taking 
refuge on the bridtte of the Ill-fated 
Titanic, two little rl iMrm remained 
by the side of Captain Smith until 
that portion of the big 8hlp*had 
been awept by water. 

Surrlvora of the crew who went 
down with the Titanic, hut were 
saved by clinglnii; to an overturned 
lifeboat, to-day told of tl eir gallant 
commanders effort to gave the life 
of one of the children. 

He died a aallor'a death and tbe 
little girl who had inatruated her 
life ,to hU care died with him. 

"Ho held tha little girl under one 
arm," said Jamea MeOann, a fire- 
man, "as he Jumped Into the sea 
and endenvorcfl to reauli the near- 
est lifeboat with the child. I took 
the other clillu Into my arms as I 
was swept from the bridge deck. 
When I plunged iato the eold wa- 
ter I waa compelled to releaae my 
hold OB tbe child aad I am aatlafled 
that tbe aame thing happaaed ti> 
Captain Smith. 

"I had gone to tbe brldce to as- 
sist In lowcrlnR a collapsible boat. 
The water w.is iIk ii coming over 
the bridge and we were unable to 
launch the boat properly. 

"It waa overtamed aad waa uaed 
Sa a Ufa raft, aoiaa 10 or more of 
aa, ouMtly flromea, clinging to it. 
CapUIn Smith looked as though he 
was trying to keep back the tears 
aa he thought of the doomed ship. 

"He turned to the men lowering 
the boat and shouted: "Well boya, 
It's every man for bimaelf." He 
then took one of the ehUdren atand- 
iag hy hiia^'tha hrtdga aad lump- 
ad lat* tha aaa.

Pl'BLIC DRINKING Cl'P 



The recently enacted State law 
l)rohit)iting the common drinking 
cup in Kennicky will go into effect 
about May lo. 

The law forbids the use of com- 
mon drinking cups on railroad 
trains and in railroad stations, ho- 
tels, boarding bousea, reatauranta, 
steamboats, stores, "or other pub- 
licly frequented places." No per- 
son or mrporatlnn in charge of 
atich places shall permit the use of 
the drinking cup in (ommon. and 
warning placards must be posted in 
conspicuous positions. A violation 
of the provisions of the act la pun- 
ishable hy a line of not leas than $1 
and not more than $10, and each 
day's violation of any of the provis- 
ions of the art is to be oonsiderstd a 
separate offense. 

The public drinking ( u)) is now 
recognised as a menacing medium 
for the transmission of disease. 
Legislation has been directed 
agslnst It in Tariona cities and in a 
number of the States of the Union. 
Kentucky, In adopting this com- 
mendable law, has taken n forward 
step in the campaign for the pre- 
vention of disease On general 
principles the common drinking cup 
had nothing to recommend or jus- 
tify it. Now that it Is known to be 
an agency for the diasemlnatlon of 
many deadly, dangerous or loath- 
some maladies, there Is no longer 
any shadow of e\c\i8e for its con- 
tinuance in public places. The ef- 
fective enforcement of tiie Ken- 
tucky act will be a substantial gain 
for decency and sanitation.

Ripped from stem to enRlne ' 
room hy the Kreat mass of ice she 
Btnnk aiiiiiiships. the Titaiiic K side 
was laid open as If by a KiKantIc 
a*B-opener. She quickly listed to 
starboard, and a ahower of lee fell 
onto the foraeaatla doek. Ihortlr | 
before the tank, aha broke in two ' 
abaft the engin* room, and as she ' 
disaiipeared beneath the water, the 
expulsion of air caused two explo- 
■lons. which were plainly heard hy 
the survivors adrift. A moment 
more and the Titanic had Kone to | 
her doom with tbe fated bundreda 
sronped on the afterdeefc.

K. SC. Taylor, o' Philadelphia, 
one of the Kuivivors, Jumped into 
the tea Just three minutes before 
the boat sank. He told a graphic 
atory as he came from the Carpa- 
thla. j 

"I was 1 iiiiii,' when the boat 
Btrtiek fin iiebi-m,'' he said. "There 
\\;.-< :mi :! a imI sliock that made llie 
lioal I • liiMi- from sleiii ii> siimii. I 
«liil nut ri'iilizr li'f Kiiiii'' limi' what 
liail happened. .\o one seemed to 
know the extent of the accident. Wo 
were told that an Iceberg had been 
atrupk by the ship. I felt the boat 
rise, aiicl It seemed to me that aha 
waa rldWiir over the lee. 1 ran out 
on (I'-ck. ami fheri I i cmld .see ice. 
It was a vciiahli. s« :i of Ice, and 
the hoBi was roikii]« over It. I 
should say that parts of the Ice- 
berg were elKhty feet high, but it 
bad been broken into aectiona, 
probably by our ship. 

"I .iiunped into the oii aii. and 
waa picked np liv one of llii' lioats. 
I never expected to sc land a^ain. 
I waited on board the boat until the 
lights went out. It seemed to me 
that tbe discipline on board was 
wonderful." 

Col. Archibald Oracle, U. 8. A., 
the last man saved, went down with 
the vessel, hut was jilckcd up. Col. 
Grade told a remarkable story of 
personal hardship, and deiiiiMl em- 
phatically the reports that there 
ha4 been any panic on board. He 
pmlaad In the higheat terma the 
bahnTlor of both the paaaengar* 
and eraw, and paid a high tribute 
to the heroism of the women pas- 
BonKers. 

"Mrs. Isador Straus," he said, 
"went to her death because abe 
would not deaert her buaband. Al-

' refaaed, and when the ahlp set

her before her final plunge, 
bad paaaed. 

"I Jumped with the wave." said 
^e, "Juat aa I often haTe Jumped 
with the breakers at the aeaahore. 
My great Kood fortune I managed 
to Biasp the brass rallinK on the 
deck above, and I hung on by 
might and main. When the ship 
plunged down, I was forced to let 
go, and I was awirled around and 
around for what aaemad to me an 
interminable time. STentubUy I 
came to the surtMa;v^to And the aea 
a mass of tangled wreckage. 

"Luckily I was unhurt, and caat- 
inK about, managed to seize a 
wooden pratiuK floating near hy. 
When I had recovered my breath, I 
dlacovered a larger canvaas and 
cork life raft which bad floated 
up. A man, whoae name 1 did not 
learn, was atruggUng toward It 
from some wreckage to whieh he 
had clunn. I ciftet off and helped 
hlin to t-'ct onto the raft, and we 
then biuan the work of resculnt? 
'hose who bad Jumped into the aea 
tnd were floundering in the water. 

"When dawn broke there were 
.hirty of us on the raft, standing 
kjii'e ilci ]) in the ley water, and 
nf:aiil to move, lest the craft be ov- 
"rtiiriied. Several uiifnrMinales. 
benumbed and half-dead, besought 
:ii to save them, and one or two 
nade an effort to reach ue, but we 
'i.;d to warn them away. Had we 
;!ade any effort to save them, we 
i!! might have perished."

One of the laat womaa aeen by 
Col. Grade, he said, wai Misa Rv- 
aiiR. of New York, who virtually 
refused to be rescued, because, ac- 
cording to the army ofllcer, "she 
had been told by a fortune teller In 
London that she would meet her 
death on the water." 

The two hundred and more steer- 
age passengers did not leave the 
ahlp until 1 o'clock. They were 
In a sad condition. The women 
were without wraps and the few 
men there wore but very Ittle 
clothing. A poor Syrian woman, 
who aald 'aha waa Mra. Habuah, 
bound for Youngatown, O.. carried 
in her arms a 6-year-old teby girl. 
The child woio only a light calico 
iress, was barefooted and bare- 
legged. 'I bis woman had lost her 
buaband and three brothers. "I 
tost four of my men ftolks," ahe 
cried. 

Among thoae who landed from 
the Carpathla were Washington 
odge. City Assessor of Ban Fran- 
Isco. and Ills wife and son. Wash- 
npton. .'r., who bad been rescued 
•om tbe Titanic. 

"It waa exactly twenty minutes 
-I 12 and nearly everybody was 
»'o"P" Slid Mr. Dodge. "I was in

Of all the heroes who went to

•opinion of Mloa Hilda Stater, a pas- 

•enger in the last boat to pat off. 
ieserved greater credit than the 

'embers of the vessel's orchestra 
According to Miss Stater, the 
■rcliestra played until the last. 
'Vhen tbe veosel took Its final 
>lunge, the atraina of a lively air 

Mp<tled grewsoroelv with tlu cries 
if those who reallxed that they 

■ ( re face to fare with death. 

"It was terrible," raid MIfs Sta- 
'er. who had come fron; her home 
■\ Ivngland to visit a brother, an 
vchiteet in New York. "From tbe 
lodient the vessel ttruek, or as 
oon as the members of the orches- 
'ra could be collected, there was a 
tteady round of lively alra. It did 
■nuch fo keep up the spirits <ir ev- 
'Ty one and nrobably oerved as 
I lurii as the efforts of the oflcers to 
:irevent panic." 

When the ship struck the iceberg 
.lias Stater went on deek. She was 
'ordered to go back to bed. which 
she did, on being aasured there was 
1*0 danger. A half hour later she | 
heard confusion on deck and heard . 
some one cry. "Order everyone to 
don a life belt." Ilunning on deck | 
after dressing again, Miss Stater 
"48 ordered to the boat deck aloft. 
"When I got there," she aald, "I

He 
came down and aald we bad hU..an 
iceberg — but that it did not amount 
to much. I said I was nervous. We 
went on deck for a walk.

It wdnld only delay 
oar nrrlval. I waa afraid and made 
my bnaband promlae It there waa 
trouble, ho would not make me 
leave htm. We walked around the 
deck a while. An ofllcer came up 
and cried; "All women Into the 
lifeboats.' My husband and I dls- 
cuaaed it with each other and 
the officer aald, 'Tou must obey or- 
dera.' We went down into the cab- 
in and we decided, on aeoount of 
our baby, to part. He helped me 
put on warm thinga. I got into a 
boat, but there were no sailors 
aboard. We called to the ship that 
there were no men In the boat. 

"They sent a sailor down. An 
Rnglisb girl and I rowed for four 
houra and a half. Then we were 
picked up at 6 o'clock In the morn- 
ing. We were well away from tbe 
'tearnor when It went down, but we 
I eard t''e_ Fcri'inns of the people 
left on tbe boat. There were about
